HE  Committee  present  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  of 


i  the  Royal  Hospital,  the  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the 
year  1908. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  alteration  in  the  form  of  Accounts 
which  has  been  necessitated  by  the  requirements  of  the  management 


of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London,  from  which  the 


Hospital  has  this  year  received  a  grant  of  £250. 

It  is  therefore  impossible  to  show  a  comparison  between  this 
and  the  previous  year,  but  next  year  a  comparison  of  each  item  in 
the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  will  be  shown.  It  will  also  be 
noticed  that  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  King’s  Fund, 
statistical  tables  are  given  which  will  be  of  use  in  future  years  for 
the  purposes  of  comparison. 
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The  Committee  desire  to  especially  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Governors  and  Subscribers  to  the  serious  falling  off  in  Annual 
Subscriptions.  In  1886  they  amounted  to  £1,236,  while  in  1908, 
only  £986  was  received.  The  expenditure  this  year  exceeds  the 
ordinary  income  by  £1,292,  and  to  meet  this  deficit  Legacies  had  to 
be  used,  and  as  Legacies  are  not  a  source  of  income  which  can  be 
depended  upon,  it  is  imperative  that  new  Subscriptions  should  be 
forthcoming,  so  that  Legacies  may  in  future  be  invested.  The 
Committee  therefore  appeal  to  all  those  who  do  not  subscribe  at 
present,  to  not  only  become  Annual  Subscribers  themselves,  but  to 
induce  others  to  do  the  same.

Collections  made  at  the  various  Churches  have  amounted  to 
£258  3s.  4d.,  as  against  £272  13s*  in  1907. 

The  Committee  must  again  express  regret  that  the  receipts 

* 

from  Collecting  Boxes  show  a  decrease,  as  compared  with  1907,  of 
£55  2s.  3d.,  and  the  Collections  of  the  Friendly  Societies,  £4  4s, 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  of  the  general  depression  in  trade, 
and  the  great  number  of  the  industrial  classes  being  out  of 
employment. 

The  Committee  have  to  regret  the  loss  by  death  of  the  Rev. 
C.  L.  Rudd,  Colonel  E.  Vaughan  'Thompson  and  Mr.  E.  Breton 
Osborne,  all  of  whom  were  staunch  supporters  of  the  Hospital  and 
active  members  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  were  sorry  to  lose  the  services  as  Chairman  of 
Colonel  R.  W.  Sparks,  J.P.,  who  for  nearly  twenty-three  years  had 
occupied  that  office,  and  had  rendered  much  valuable  assistance  in 
the  work  of  the  Hospital.  He  still  continues  as  a  member  of  the 
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Committee.  By  special  request  of  the  Committee,  Colonel  Sparks 
presented  his  portrait  to  the  Hospital,  and  it  now  hangs  in  the 
Board  Room.  Mr.  William  Sandover,  J.P.,  was  unanimously 
elected  Chairman  in  place  of  Colonel  R.  W.  Sparks,  J.P. 

To  mark  the  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Mr.  A.  Chancellor, 
J.P.,  F.S.I.,  as  Chairman  of  the  Building  Sub-Committee  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Swan  Wards,  generously  given  by  Mrs.  Swan, 
the  Committee  unanimously  elected  him  a  Vice-President  of  the 
Hospital.  Mrs.  Owen,  who  gave  a  Cot  for  the  Princess  May  Ward, 
was  also  elected  a  Vice-President. 

Miss  Foley,  who  was  Matron  for  eighteen  years,  resigned  her 
position  in  May,  and  the  Committee,  to  mark  their  appreciation  of 
her  services,  invited  subscriptions  to  a  purse  which  was  presented 
to  her. 

Miss  A.  L.  Yelverton  Dawson,  of  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  was 
selected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  resignation  of  Mr*  G.  C. 
Rowland,  for  thirty-seven  years  Secretary  of  the  Hospital,  and 
desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  his  faithful  services  for  so 
many  years,  and  they  hope  that  he  may  long  enjoy  his  well  earned 
retirement.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Governors  held  on  19th 
December  last,  Mr.  Rowland  was  granted  a  Pension  of  £100,  and 
Mr.  Richard  Allen  was  elected  as  his  successor. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  retiring  by  rotation  are  Mr.  A. 
Chancellor,  J.P.,  F.S.I.,  Mr.  Albert  Dixon,  and  Colonel  R.  W. 
Sparks,  J.P,,  who  however,  being  eligible,  offer  themselves  for 
re-election.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES. 


87.  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House  Surgeon, 
shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of  recommendation 
at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  tickets  to 
remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

88.  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at  all 
times,  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to  be 
In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of  the 
least  delay. 

91.  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases,  such 
as  accidents,  or  where  some  surgical  operation  is  required),  no- 
insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or  suffering 
from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption,  or  any  disease 
that  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-Patient. 

92.  Whenever  any  person,  duly  recommended  as  an  In- 
Patient,  cannot  be  admitted  for  want  of  room,  or  be  either  rejected 
as  ineligible,  or  discharged  for  irregularity,  a  letter  to  that  effect 
shall  be  sent  to  the  person  by  whom  the  Patient  has  been  recom¬ 
mended. 

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays,  between, the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital,  except  by  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any  visitor  be  detected 
taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing  anything  con¬ 
trary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be  strictly  prevented  from  entering, 
in  future.
